Future  LawyersGet  Professional  Advice

Attorney  Joacph  Touhry  ipoke  about 
tnal  lawyer*  competency,  and  pre-law 
•rfvuor  Dr  Carol  Abromaitu  honored 
Loyola  senior*  who  have  been  accepted 
to  law  schools  at  Loyola*  eighth  annual 
l-aw  Day  celebration  on  Friday.  April 
?**  !  1  " 

Touhey ,  a  LoyoU  ahimnu*  active  in 
the  pubbe  anti  private  spheres  of  tnal 
law.  wii  the  keynote  speaker  He  spoke 
about  the  increasing  lack  of  competency 
among  trial  lawyers,  and  the  need  to  for¬ 
mulate  programs  to  battle  this  in- 
competency  Judges  Raymond  G. 
Thieme,  Jr  ,  and  Robert  j  Gemung 
responded  to  Touhry's  address 

According  to  Touhey,  there  are  ap¬ 
proximately  17,101  practicing  attorneys 
m  Maryland,  “the  vast  majonty  of  whom 
arc  not  competent.* 

Touhey  sard  it  is  difficult  to  specify  the 
qualities  that  make  a  competent  tnal 
lawyer  He  said  lawyer*  should  know  the 
law  and  legal  issues,  should  have  good  in¬ 
terviewing  and  counseling  skills,  a  touch 
of  drama,  the  capacity  to  gamble,  and  a 
little  luck 

According  to  Touhey.  several  (actors 
account  for  the  number  of  incompetent 
attorney*  who  practice  law  He  said  that 
once  lawyers  pas  the  bar.  there  are  no 
restraints  on  them  as  to  which  cases  they 
may  litigate  Touhey  taid  the  result  is 
that  many  inexperienced  lawyer*  try  dif¬ 
ficult  case*  before  they  are  really  ready  to 
handle  them 


He  said  tnal  advocacy  cannot  be 
taught  in  law  schools.  There  are  several 
law  school  programs,  such  as  moot  court , 
aimed  at  doing  this  but  that  the  true  tnal 
experience  cannot  be  duplicated  in  a 
classroom  setting,  said  Touhey. 

He  said  that  the  problem  of  incompe¬ 
tent  advocacy  u  not  unique  to  lawyer* 
who  tir  nrw  to  the  (Hal  experience  Ac- 

cording  to  Touhey,  there  are  many  ex¬ 
perienced  advocates  who  have  developed 
bad  habits,  are  untrained,  and  have  not 
kept  up  with  new-  theories  and  practices. 

He  said  that  the  legal  profession  has  no 
method  other  than  disciplinary  measures 
of  dealing  with  incompetent  trial 
lawyer*.  Touhey  said  that,  unlike  doctors 
and  accountants,  lawyer*  do  not  have  to 
face  a  committee  that  gauges  ther  perfor¬ 
mances.  He  said  there  is  a  *big  gap  bet¬ 
ween  licensure  and  trouble  ’ 

Touhey  suggested  that  a  compulsory 
re-certification  program  focusing  on  con¬ 
tinued  education  in  the  legal  field  in 
order  secure  re-licensure,  would  be  one 
way  of  battling  incompetent  advocacy. 

He  also  encouraged  the  establishment 
of  a  mandatory  certification  program 
that  would  give  lawyer*  intensive  cour¬ 
troom  experience  before  they  could 
litigate  case*  on  their  own  in  order  to 
train  lawyers  to  be  good  advocates. 

Touhey  also  suggested  that  peer 
review  boards  and  certification  boards 
would  be  effective  tools  in  diminishing 
incompetency  in  the  system  He  said  the 
peer  review  boards  would  set  a  standard 
of  competency  within  the  practice  of  law, 


and  that  certification  boards  could  ensure 
better  advocacy  skills. 

The  Honorable  Thieme,  Jr.  agreed 
with  Touhey  that  something  must  be 
done  to  eliminate  incompctcncy  in  trial 
lawyers.  But  he  said  that  the  implemen¬ 
tation  of  these  programs  would  be  dif- 

fictile  at  brat  ancl  (Kaat  fhry  nusy  not  lx  of- 
fretiv^  in  a  pracdral 

Thieme  stressed  the  nerd  for  law 
students  and  lawyers  to  develop  good 
writing  skills  He  said  that  'law  tends  to 
destroy  English  as  a  communication 
tool,'  and  that  much  legal  writing  is  'in¬ 
comprehensible  court  talk  *  According  to 
Thieme,  one's  first  impression  it  usually 
gained  through  the  written  medium. 

The  Honorable  Gerstung  said  that  the 
key-  to  being  a  good  advocate  is  learning 
“when  to  be  patient,  when  to  listen,  and 
when  to  strike.'  He  said  that  it  is  less  im- 
rtant  for  a  lawyer  to  know  a  lot  about 
aw  than  for  him  to  ’have  a  sense  ol 
human  nature.’ 

According  to  Gerstung,  programs 
aimed  at  eliminating  competency  could 
be  effective  only  if  lawyers  center  on 
knowing  and  representing  their  clients 
“We  don’t  need  Robo-cop,"  said 
Gerstung.  We  need  someone  who  can 
represent  his  client." 

Before  Touhey  spoke,  Abromaitu 
awarded  gifts  to  graduating  senior*  whe 
will  be  attending  law  schools  in  the  fall 
She  said  the  pre-law  program  has  beer 
successful  and  that  ten  seniors  ranked  in 
the  85th  percentile  or  better  on  theu 
LSAT  entrance  exams

Although  the  number  of  student* 
enrolled  in  any  particular  major  fluc¬ 
tuate*  from  year  to  year,  the  past  ten 
year*  hare  indicated  certain  has*  trends 
among  Loyola  students.  Among  those 
trends  has  been  the  gradual  grow  th  of  the 
Business  School  and  the  growth  of  the 
Communications  and  Education  depart¬ 
ment*  in  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences 

Enrollment  in  the  Sellingcr  School  of 
Business  has  steadily  increased  over  the 
past  ten  years,  while  enrollment  in  Ac¬ 
counting.  traditionally  UyoLs’s  most 
popular  major,  has  declined  somewhat. 
In  1977 ,  students  in  business-related  ma¬ 
jors  accounted  for  one-third  ofall  Loyola 
students,  while  in  1987  they  represented 
almost  half  of  the  student  pouLition.  At 
the  same  time,  however,  the  number  of 
Accounting  majors  as  a  percentage  of  the 
student  population  has  declined  by  near- 
ly  half  over  the  suime  period 
"Pan  of  the  problem  is  an  increased 
competition  for  student  among  the  dif¬ 
ferent  departments  in  the  Business 
School,"  said  E.  Barry  Rice,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Accounting.  *  We  have  fewer 
seniors  this  year  than  in  past  years,  but 
the  numbers  tend  to  fluctuate,  and  we 
expect  the  numbers  to  rise  again  in  due 
next  several  years,’ 

Rice  expressed  confidence  that  Ac¬ 
counting  would  continue  to  be  one  of 
Loyola's  most  popular  majors  ’Accoun¬ 
ting  lias  been  hot  for  the  past  twenty 
and  there  will  always  be  room  for 
top-flight  graduates,’  he  said. 


In  the  College  of  An*  and  Sciences, 
uie  traditionally  popular  major*  hare 
iren  Biology.  Psychology,  and  English 
In  1987.  students  tn  thote  three  areas 
represented  almost  40  perernt  of  itudent 
in  the  CAb.  In  recent  year*,  however, 
(he  Communication*  and  Education 
departments  hare  been  attracting  more 
student*  than  ever  before 

The  Writing/Media  department 
didn  t  even  exist  a*  a  separate  entity  until 
the  1983-84  academic  year,’  vud  Bar 
bora  Mallonee,  ■lr,inK  chairman  of  the 
Wnting/Mcdui  department.  *Origu»nl- 
*y.  the  communications  side  of  the 

lepartinent  was  supposed  to  lie  a  small 
project,  but  in  1983  Andrew  Ciafolo 
,oin«l  the  department  with  a  kit  of 
mergy  and  die  idea  dint  all  aspect*  of 
rommunication  included  a  heavy  em¬ 
phasis  on  die  creation  of  a  written  work.’ 

Wc  have  a  fairy  unique  program,  in 
duit  we  are  one  of  the  few  schools  to  com- 
Jine  writing  widi  all  aspects  of  com¬ 
munications,'  said  Andrew  Ciafolo, 
Associate  Professor  of  Writing  and 
Media.  ’For  the  past  nvo  year*,  we’ve  of¬ 
fered  a  full  Communications  major,  widi 
concentrations  in  various  fields,"  lie  laid. 

Ihc  Education  department  lias  also 
•xtx-rienced  growth  in  recent  years,  par¬ 
tially  due  tn  a  shilt  in  the  public  percep¬ 
tion  of  teaching. 

‘Education  os  a  profession  ho* 
received  a  lot  of  good  press  lately,  and 
salaries  luve  been  increasing  steadily,* 
said  William  J.  Amoriell,  <li.nrm.in  of 
the  Education  department  Amoriell  said 
that  those  two  factors  played  a  key  role  in 
the  growth  of  Loyola’s  own  department 
*WeVe  been  doubling  up  section*  of  cer¬ 
tain  dosses,  nnd  the  number  of  freshmen 
who  enter  as  declared  Education  major*

’We  are  generally  perceived  by  CPA 
firms  iu  having  the  best  accounting  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  Baltimore- Washington 
area,’  said  Kite,  ’And  this  is  reflected  in 
the  number  of  firms  anti  agencies  that 
pursue  our  graduates  Many  of  our 
students  have  multiple  job  offer*,  and  in 
1^86.  99  out  of  100  of  our  graduate*  were 
employed  or  in  graduate  school  * 

I  lie  growth  ol  available  job*  in  tlie 
Communications  field  has  more  to  do 
with  the  restructuring  of  the  job  market 
as  a  whole,  according  to  Ciafolo. 

There’*  been  a  new  interest  in  people 
coming  out  of  a  liberal  aits  background 
with  effective  communications  skill*,* 
viid  Ciafolo.  ’Many  ofoui  graduates  go 
into  management  training  programs  or 
personnel  work,  and  yvr’ve  also  had  a  lot 
of  success  ai  getting  jieople  into  graduate 
schools,* 

Rice’s  thought*  were  echoed  by 
Carolyn  Rue*.  Associate  Director  of  the 
Career  Planning  and  Plnrement  Center 

“I  here  are  many  op|ionuiii(ies  for 
liberal  arts  student*  with  good  com¬ 
munication  skills  in  the  business  world," 
said  Rues  She  said  that  due  to  die  flexi¬ 
ble,  service  •oriented  nature  of  die 
future’s  job  market,  students  should 
develop  ‘trunsfcrrable  skill*,’  skills  that 
could  be  applied  to  various  fields.  ’It  may

Alvarez  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the 
six-month  old  Story  Company  is  ’to 
discover  new  talent,  promote  original  fic¬ 
tion.  and  make  money  doing  it." 

Alvarez  and  his  partner,  Tyrone 
Crawley,  judged  Ashton  from  amongst 
200  entries  a*  winner  of  a  $50  savings 
bond,  a  public  reading  of  his  work,  two 
tickets  to  d  Bullets  game,  and  a  free  Col¬ 
ossus  pizza  for  his  short  story,  “Incident 
on  West  Cherry  Lane  ’  The  story  is 
aliout  a  man  whose  best  friend  lias  just 
been  slabbed  anti  Ashton's  intent  is  to 
show  the  thrill  that  society  receives  from 
witnessing  other*  suffer. 

*We  refuse  to  liclieve  that  society  no 
longer  reads  and  writes  We  are  out  to 
prove  it  by  making  moncy-thc  only  thing 
this  country  understands,’  said  Alsarez. 

The  contest  provided  the  company 
with  a  working  capital  from  llie  $2  entry 
fee,  as  well  as  a  mailing  list  predisposed  to 
readers  and  writers  and  an  enormous 
amount  of  publicity.  *1  was  not  satisfied 
in  doing  it  in  a  traditional  manner.

moal  pan.  it  will  try  to  show  a  ode  of  the  srudnt  paper  that  can’t 
be  found  by  paging  through  (he  Grmt  Cd  Guy 

When  1  first  applied  to  Loyola  in  1961 .  there  was  a  plot  of 
ground  that  had  just  been  broken  where  the  college  center  now 
sits  Mr  Yanchik.  dean  of  students,  was  soil  here  and  Mr  Fit- 
Simmons’  office  was  tn  Buffer  HaD  When  I  actually  began  at¬ 
tending  Loyola  in  *83  (1  stayed  out  for  a  year),  that  was  the  year 
The  Gnyhcuxei  student  paper  (freshman  and  sophomores  weren't 
here  then)  had  run  a  rather  controversial  cartoon  that  almost 
got  the  paper  sued  But  then.  TV  Grtyhemnd  never  was  reputed 
for  being  editorially  responsible  that  year 

I’ve  heard  students  ay  an  campus  that  the  GCdG  is  too  tame, 
they  never  see  any  *dirT*  and  they  wonder  if  the  paper  kisses  up 
to  the  administration  Well,  if  you’re  looking  for  din,  you  wont 
ever  find  it  m  the  Gi VC  We  print  what  is  factual  —  there's  no 
op m ion  tn  the  news  pages  And  os  for"Vn»uiB  up*  to  the  admin- 
ii nation,  we  don't  believe  in  any  ‘amorous*  involvements  with 
any  one  on  campus  If  a  story  can't  make  n  on  its  own  into  the 
newspaper,  we're  not  going  to  prejudice  or  create  facts  to  get  it 
into  print.  This  is  journalistically  unethical 

The  Gran  (4  Guy  tries  to  maintain  distance  from  admin- 
.lira tors.  SGA  officers,  or  any  other  group  that  may  cause  a 
conflict  of  interest  in  getting  the  news  out.  7  nis  is  not  to  say  that 
we're  being  unfriendly  —  but  rather  it's  a  difficult  line  we  have  to 
walk  to  ‘get  the  news  straight  * 

Too  frequently  on  this  campus,  there  is  a  compromise  in 
direction,  goals,  and  interest  Close  associations  between 
students  and  administrators  causes  a  compromise  of  interests, 
and  it’s  always  the  students  that  are  compromised,  not  the  ad- 
numeration  Giving  specifics  here  would  be  uncomfortable  and 
I  don't  care  to  involve  this  column  in  debate  Over  the  past  two 
yean,  the  student  paper  has  been  involved  in  too  much  debate. 

When  I  initially  joined  The  Guy  hound  as  its  news  editor,  all  I 
was  concerned  about  was  the  editorial  quality  of  the  piper  But 
as  unve  progressed,  1  learned  that  the  student  paper  was  one  of 
the  most  politically  harnessed  organizations  on  campus  It 
makes  sense  though,  but  at  the  tune  my  naivete  blinded  me,  In 
a  school  whose  basic  method  of  operation  is  control,  die  student 

Gper  was  under  sharp  scrutiny  And  over  time,  it  w  as  a  pie  that 
d  fingers  throughout  the  campus  stuck  in  it  The  forum  for 
student  opinion  is  too  important,  or  should  I  say  dangerous,  a 
medium  to  ‘let  loose  * 

What  the  adminsitraoon  of  Loyola  fails  to  see  sometimes  is 
that  all  die  sc  people  who  work  on  the  GCdG  want  to  do  is  print 
the  paper  They  don't  want  to  be  harangued  by  campus  con¬ 
flicts,  or  harassed  by  special  interest  group..  And  despite 
popular  beliefs,  we  can't  print  everything  that  everyone  want  us 
to  print  And  believe  it  or  not.  not  everything  that  people  want 
us  to  print  deserves  to  be  printed.  Sony! 

But  you  see.  here  is  where  our  problem  begins,  someone 
wants  a  story  in  or  someone  doesn't  want  a  story  or  editorial  in

we  kow-tow.  which  we  don't  do  (it's  simply  not  ethical),  tensions 
arise,  emotions  mount,  and  control  factors  start  to  rise  in  con¬ 
versations  on  committees,  councils,  boards,  and  commissions 
on  campus  under  the  guise  of  protecting  the  student  paper  or 
trying  to  make  it  ‘more  responsible."  What  fun! 

Three  columns  of  farewell  are  for  us.  in  pan,  refclction  and 
recognition.  And  as  I  look  back  over  the  past  three  years.  I  ask. 
is  it  worth  sacrifices  in  GPA  and  even  pervinal  reputation 
Teachers  at  times  send  us  crossed  signals.  I  can  remember  com¬ 
ments  that  axl.  ‘If  you're  going  to  take  the  responsibility,  then 
do  it  right  ”  But  the  cost  of  doing  it  "right"  was  missing  that 
teacher's  class,  or  some  other's  or  turning  in  an  assignment  late. 
It’s  an  unfair  situation  for  both  panics  Loyola  must  do 
something  to  justify  the  problem  We  leave  that  to  future  staf¬ 
fers  and  adminsilratorv 

Over  the  years,  my  long-term  association  with  the  paper  has 
been  explained  by  my  being  an  ego-maniac,  power-hungry,  or 
an  obsrvuve  neurotic  (fm  not  prepared  to  disagree  with  the 
latter)  That’s  strange,  because  1  started  out  as  an  introverted 
reporter  who  only  wanted  to  see  the  paper  pnnt  good  stories 
But  I  ended  up  in  a  very  different  situation  And  as  1  ask  myself 
was  it  worth  it— I  pause  It’s  a  question  I  have  asked  myself 
every  day  since  1  took  office  as  Editor-in-Cluef  of  the  GCdG  (111 
abstain  from  an  answer  here) 

In  writing  a  farewell  editorial,  there  is  a  tendency  to  write 
things  that  one  never  had  the  opportunity  to  write  before.  IT1 
abstain  from  that  also  Father  it  won’t  be  believed  or  it  won't  be 
understood  because  you  weren't  there  Or  you  may  not  even 
care. 

As  I  take  mv  leave.  I  would  like  to  thank  Andrew  Ciofalo 
w  ho  taught  me  what  ethics,  journalism,  and  good  judgement  a 
aQ  about.  In  an  office  wise  re  the  editor  must  be  skeptical  of 

everyone  and  everything,  (You  were  nght  Mr.  C.,  my  skin  has 

become  a  little  thicker).  I  have  been  glad  to  know  the  man  as  a 
contain!  sta raised  of  those  qualities  which  1  find  honorable 
1  ulso  thank  Roger  Young,  long-time  compatriot  and 
busmen  manager  of  the  GCdG  Rog  has  worked  wonders  for  the 
paper  He  has  given  us  a  profexuOfiaJ  foundation  in  the  work  he 
Puis  done  here  Hu  efforts,  dedication  and  talent  deserve 
nothing  less  than  thanks  and  admiration 

1  would  be  remiss  m  my  obligations  if  I  did  not  thank  the 
secuntv  staff  who  put  up  with  us  and  our  insane  hours  needing 
to  get  into  the  budding  for  production  and  photography.

When  Tom  Paravati  asked  me  to  be  opinion  editorial  editor 
of  a  nrwh  -chartered  student  newspaper,  I  IsugbccT  |  had  ab¬ 
solutely  no  desire  to  assume  responsibility  for  story  assignments 
and  page  make-up  1  saw  the  job  as  an  unnecessary  hurdle  m 
my  college  career.  1  had  done  rwo  reporting  internships  at  a 
Gannett  newspaper,  but  I  never  took  a  graphics  course  or 
touched  a  typesetting  machine  With  a  btffe  persuasion  from 
my  adviser  and  other  key  people,  I  reluctantly  agreed  to  take  on 
the  job 

Through  the  help  of  some  very  helpful  veteran  Grey  hound 
staffers.  1  was  able  to  produce  an  op'ed  page  on  tune  for  the  in¬ 
augural  isasc  of  the  Green  At  Grey  in  the  fall  of  1986  It  was  an 
ugly  page  —  cluttered  and  unbalanced  —  that  no  journalist 
would  want  in  her  portfolio 

I  have  teamed  much  from  my  experience  with  the  student

That  sentiment  also  bleeds  through 
Lane’s  clangorous,  whipped -up  "Swim- 
rorngh*  fit*  a  big,  big  worid'Some  peo¬ 
ple  see  no  further  than  their  feet*)  and  his 
ambitious  ~TtU  1  Looked  Over,  Over,* 
which,  like  the  rest  of  the  cassette,  poses 
more  questions  than  it  answers 
Although  "Till  I  Looked  Over.  Over* 
ranges  aD  over  Robinson's  bam,  bounc¬ 
ing  between  high-pitched  psychedelia 
and  sighing  pop  and  climaxing  with  a 
punchy,  machine-gun  passage  before 
drifting  off  into  a  druggy  guitar  interlude 
and  finally  drifting  back  in  to  end  with 
feisty  raga-rock  guitars,  it  somehow 
emerges  a  coherent,  remarkable  whole. 

Just  a*  good  is  Neenan's  edgy,  at¬ 
mospheric  'Happy  Pie,*  which  makes  a

Neenan's  best  song  here,  however,  is 
'All  Over  You,*  a  wallow  in  contempo 
angst  w  hich  shifts  gears  a  couple  of  times, 
including  a  minor-key  mood  swing  that's 
akin  to  Simon  anil  Garfunkel  in  a  jazzy 
psychedelic  lollipop  shop.  It  builds 
gradually  on  whiny  guitars,  then  briefly 
explodes  on  the  first  line  of  the  chorus. 
Lyrically,  it  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that,  despite  the  fact  that  we  live  in  the  in¬ 
fo  age,  people  still  have  a  difficult  time 
distinguishing  between  fact  and  fiction 
('Sunday  canons  fire  white  confetti  all 
over  you*). 

In  truth,  there  isn’t  a  weak  song 
among  the  six,  although  the  sound  quali¬ 
ty  is  more  state-of-the-basement  than 
state-of-the-art,  which  would  be  okay  if 
Sunday  Cannons  was  a  garage  band,  hut 
it  isn’t.  So  far,  the  band  has  sold  about 
half  of  its  original  batch  of  150  cassettes 
—  some  at  gigs,  some  at  with-it,  area 
record  stores.  And  if  all  goes  according  to 
plan,  the  band  will  release  another  six- 
song  ep  —  this  time  on  vinyl  —  early 
next  year,  which  will  likely  include  a  re¬ 
recorded  version  ofPetcr  Pan  Days,*  the 
Sunday  Cannons’  song  which  popped  up
